King Corn

“Yes, and let me tell you what 1 have
done with the soil.  Let me talk corn to
you., Some vears ago 1 purchased four

sections of land, 2,500 acres, in Reno
county, Kansas, intending to have a cat
tle range,  Mr, Becretary, you never saw
a prettior piece of land, A stream runs
through it, and it lies as a great basin,
from the rim of which every other spot
of its surfece can be seen.  In May, 1858,
I gave orders to have one of the sections
put under plow, To do this, the season
being Iate, thirty breakers were set to
work turning over the thick turf. Our
furrows were a mile long, How long do
you think it took us to break and planta
square mile of ground? Just twenty-two
days. In the history of farming in Kan-
sag never has so much been done in so
short a time,  Forty men and 183 horses
did the work, Of course that year's
erop of ‘sod’ corn didn't amount to much.
[t was not expected to,

“Last spring we began preparations for
ralsing a real crop of corn. 1 had some
Ideas of my own about corn planting,
and | put them into operation. The soil
had not been touched for a year, but now
we put the listers in, plowing out far-
rows ten inches deep, with a two inch
subsoiler following to pulverize u soft
bedd in which to plant and bury the seed.
Auin, our furrows were a mile long, and
by the time the three or four horses at
tached toeach plow had dragged a heavy
Ister sixteon times across the tield they
were tired enough to quit for the day,
Plowing and planting were done at the
same time, When we had finished our
field it looked like a lake on a breezy day.
There waos n succession of little ridges
sbout three feot apart, and their crests
vising a foot above the furrows which
ran botween them. In the bottoms of
these furrows the corn grew, and when
it hiwd attained a height of four or five
inches the crests of the furrows were
harrowed off and the earth thus disturb-

«l fell into the furrows and covered the
plant completely, The surface of the
tield was now perfectly level again, and
wo corn could be geen,  In o short time
the bright green blades reappeared, and
when they had grown up six or eight
inches the cultivators were sot to work
shoveling the earth toward the plant,

The hoofs of the bufTal destroved the
grass roots, and gave to geogreaphy  that
immense fotion, “The Great American
Desert.”  In 1870 the hoerds of butTalo be-
coame sensibly reduced in numibor, and in
the fall of 1874 the bison disappesred
from the plaing of Kansas, nover more to
return,
anoe the grass bogan o grow on the
hitherto dusty plains, and now it earpoets
the oarth richly with green,  Some say
the buiTalo enriched the soil and made it
possible for the grass to grow, but 1 do
not believe the fertility of the earth de-
pends on top dressing. By planting the
sood deep in the ground the germ reaches
the electricity of the earth, and from
this relation is nourished into life and
stimulated into development. My crop
of corn, twice or three times as great as
thut harvested by my neighbors, who
plant in the old way, near the surface,
attests the correctness of this theory, 1
did not make any money on my erop-—
no one can make money raising corn at
present prices—but 1 succeeded in ae-
complishing what 1 started out to do,
and that was to give the American
farmer an object lesson in the value of
going below the surface of the ground
with seed which is to make his crops.”

“1 guess we shall have to conflem your
title as the King Corn Grower of Amer-
ion," said Secretary Rusk.

“Thanks for that, | confess | wm an
enthusinst on the 'subject of corn,  All
my lfe, though engaged in the practice
of medicine, 1 have kept close watch of
the agricultural interests of our country.
See how carn  has entered  into our nn-
tional lfe, It s the one distinetively
American product of the farm. Itis o
plant of American origin,  In the uni-
versality of ita uses, and itsdntringic im
portance to mankind, no other grain can
be compared with it.  Readily adapting
itself to every variety of climate and soil,
it is grown from the warmest regions of
the torrid zone to the land of short sum-
mers in northern Canada,  The first
settlors lenrned from the Indians how to
grow it, and a distinguished historian
once told me the tirst larceny committed
in Ameriea was when a party of Puritans
stole the horde of corn from an Indian
village in Massachusetts, The  James
river settlers, taught the art of corn rais-
ing by the Indians, had thirty ucres un-
der cultivation within three vears wftor
their arrival, It is a eurious circum.
stance that the James river ludinns and

THIRTY PLOWS TOGETHER,
the New England Indians had procisely
the same method of planting. They dug
little holes in the ground and put small

fishes in along with the seed. At Plym-
outh in 1625 a writer sald: *You may
see in one township a hundred acres o
gether sot with these small herrings or
shads, every acre taking o thousand of
them; and an acre thus dressed will pro-
duce so much corn as three ncres with
out fish," Ah, Mr, Secretary, if they had
only had my deep planting along with
the herring in each hill!
